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Report of the Superintending School Committee. 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING MARCH, 1863. 


Your committee have carefully watched the progress of education in this 
town during the past year, and feel persuaded that the interests of this im- 
portant cause have been gradually and steadily advancing. While on the one 
hand they are obliged to confess in regard to a few districts, that this onward 
movement if it has existed at all, has been most deplorably slow and uncer- 
tain, yet on the other, they rejoice that they may be allowed to report in ref- 
erence to some other districts a progress in most striking and encouraging 
contrast with the past. In no district in the town do your committee think 
there has been taken, of late, so long a stridein the right direction as in Dis- 
trict No. 1. The new school-room so handsomely furnished, the new inter- 
est awakened in both pupils and parents thercby, and the well qualified and 
successful teachers that have as a general thing been employed, have com- 
pletely changed the character of the school, and it is gow fast becoming (in- 
stead of a disgrace) an honor to the town. In the judgment of your commit- 
tee the two greatest hindrances to education in the past have been, Ist, a 
want of experienced and thorough-going teachers, qualified both by nature 
and education for their profession; and secondly, the shortness of the periods 
during which the several schools have been kept in operation. 

In regard to the former difficulty, your committee unqualifiedly believe 
that the employment of the best teachers at a somewhat higher rate of wages, 
though the length of the school term should be somewhat shortened thereby, 
is by far the most profitable plan, and the only one that will ever lay the 
foundation for good and thorough scholarship among the pupils of our pri- 
mary schools. Cheap? (poorly qualified) teachers will always be found, 
practically, the dearest in the end, if the education of our children be the 
purpose we have in view, and the one we mean to attain. In regard to the 
shortness of the school terms, the smallness of many of the districts and the 
consequent small amount of money allotted to each, must ever render this 
difficulty more or less insurmountable. Common schools flourish in their 
perfection only in large districts, where the best teachers can be employed 
and a school maintained in operation during the greater portion of the year. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


‘The Summer school in this district was divided into two terms of five weeks 
each, to the first of which pupils under twelve were admitted, and to the 
second all others, which made about an equal division as regards numbers. 
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Both terms were taught by Miss Lois A. Rankin, an experienced and faith- 
ful teacher. The discipline and progress of both schools were good, espec- 
ially of the first, made up of the smaller scholars. In such a school we think 
Miss Rankin especially successful. 

The Winter school of eight weeks has been taught by Mr. S1zas P. Tuomp- 
son. Mr. Thompson has sterling qualifications as a teacher, both natural 
and acquired, and we hope to see him employed in this school again. The 
school was thoroughly governed and as well taught as could be hoped for in 
a school so large, numbering over sixty scholars. With the limited amount 
of money on hand the committee decided not to divide the winter school. 
They do not feel sure however that a division would not have been better. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


The school in this district, a Summer term of 12 weeks, was taught by 
Miss M. J. Curtice. This was Miss Curtice’s first term at teaching. Her 
school was a success, and the committee think she bids fair to become an ex- 
cellent teacher. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


Summer term of—weeks, taught by Miss Many L. Parker. By her un- 
tiring patience to have her pupils think-for themselves, excellent improve- 
ment was made. ’ 

Winter term of 7 weeks, taught by Mr. Harvey B. Sawyer. Although 
it was his first term in teaching success crowncd his efforts; good order and 
commendable improvement. , 


DISTRICT NO, 4. 


Summer term of 7 weeks, and a Winter term of 9 weeks, taught by Miss 
Morera Fowrer. A practical teacher and good disciplinarian. A very 
marked improvement in both schools. 


DISTRICT NO. 5. 


The Summer term of 8 weeks and Fall term of 9 1-2 weeks were both 
taught by Miss Laura A. Greszty. Miss Greely is a good scholar, and it 
was very evident to the committee that her pupils had profited by her in- 
struction. 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 


Summer term of six weeks, taught by Miss Fannre L. Morritz; a large 
school and faithful teacher. Love reigned throughout between teacher and 
pupils. A working and useful school. 

Winter term of 7 weeks, taught by Miss Resecca W. Prrxrns, a practical 
energetic and experienced teacher. A marked improvement at the close of 
the term, one of our best schools. 
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DISTRICT NO. 7. 


A Summer term of 12 weeks, taught by »Miss Many L. PARKER with her 
usual good success. A good school. 


DISTRICT NO. 8. 


A Summer term of 6, anda Fall term of 5 weeks, taught by Mr. Joun 
Emery. Mr. Emery, as a teacher, is too well known to need commendation. 
His schools are always good. 


DISTRICT NO. 9. 


Only one term of 9 weeks, taught by Miss Fannie L. ad cae Good 
order and improvement. A happy and useful school. 


DISTRICT NO. 10. 


A Summer term of 8 weeks, taught by Miss Hannan C. Hersey, a faith- 
ful teacher, as the committee think. A few of the scholars made a good im- 
provement. The advancement of the remainder was exceedingly problemati- 
cal. 

A Fall term of 6 weeks was taught by Miss Josrpuine Homes, a teacher 
whose qualifications deserved success. -In her report she remarks ‘ there has 
‘been a want of interest on the part of both parents and pupils.” We think 
Miss Holmes did the best she could. 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


The committee feel that very much might be said in the great cause of edu- 
cation, intimately connected with, and underlying them as it does, all the 
great interests of an enlightened, free, and progressive people. But not de- 
siring to waste any words in making recommendations unlikely to be heeded 
in these times of political commotion and an unusual taxation, they think 
best to confine themselves to a few simple remarks and suggestions. 

It has appeared to the committee in visiting the several schools of the town, 
that if there was one defect which stood out more prominently than any 
other in the instruction given, it was in that which related to a proper acqui- 
sition of the English language. The pupils learn reading too much as par- 
rots learn talking. The orthography and pronunciation of words are studied 
but their meaning is almost wholly neglected. Pupils who can pronounce, 
intonate, and emphasize correctly, the paragraphs of our most advanced 
school Readers, and yet cannot give a tolerable definition of one half, nor 
one quarter of the common words contained therein, are but poorly taught 
the art of reading the English language. It should ever be remembered that 
a knowledge of our mother tongue is the medium through which we must 
acquire all other knowledge. The committee earnestly recommend that all 
scholars capable of properly pronouncing the words in our more advanced 
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Readers should be supplied by their parents with a school dictionary which 
can be done ata costof afew shillings. Teachers may then require their 
pupils to study their reading lessons with reference to the meaning of the 
words as well as other particulars, and thus some practical and useful knowl- 
edge of language may be acquired. 

The teachers that have been employed in the town during the past year 
have been mostly well qualified, and have had previous experience in teach- 
ing. Wefear some of them, however, have been too deficient in practical 
teaching ; that kind of instruction which teaches a scholar to thinl# for him- 
self; for just so soon as pupils learn to rely upon their own powers of investi- 
gation and thought, a principle is established which will secure their future 
progress. Itis obvious that there is a wide difference between teaching and 
the mere keeping of a school. In the one case pupils are made by the exer- 
cise of their own powers to form correct ideas upon the different branches 
pursued, while in the other the process is like that of teaching lame men to 
walk with crutches, but never bringing them to realize the advantages of in- 
dependent locomotion.
